When Prof. Richard E. Hanisch, father of 
Otoman Zar Adusht Hanish, related in 4 
tail his son’s history before the federal gra 
jury yesterday the romantic tale the Little 
Master told of his birth was exploded. As 
a result Otoman was indicted for the third 
time. 

Instead of having been born in Persia and 
dedicated to the prophets of Zoroaster in 
the monasteries, after being shorn from the 
claws of death by miracles, the Sun cult 
leader was born in Leipsic, Germany, id. 
according to his father, there was noting 
unusual or romantic about the affair. 

Prof. Hanisch said his son was 46 years 
old. His followers have been led to believe 
he was 66 years old. 


Juror’s Clew Leads to Father. 

A surprise was sprung by the government 
when they produced the father; who is a 
German music master and lives in Milwau- 
kee. He is 75 years old, and the resemblance 
between father and son Is striking.

THE HUDSON BAY OUTLET. 
The Titanic disaster, the lessons of which 
as it is studied, is made the text of 
a wa by the Engineering News to our 
neighbors, the Canadians. Discussing the 
costly and ambitious plans involving Hud- 
on bay and the extreme North Atlantic 
for a trade route to Europe, the News points

Suffrage Parade Off; 
Clashed with the G. O. P. 


The plan for the suffrage parade of conven- 
tion week came to a sudden close yesterday 
afternoon. At a meeting of suffragists held 
in the Women's City club rooms it was voted 
to abandon the parade which was to have 
heralded a committee bearing an immense 
petition asking for a suffrage plank in the 
Republican platform. 

The causes given for the change were a 
lack of time, a lack of women willing to 
march, and a lack of money. It will be held 
some time in October instead. At the meeting 
were representatives of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage association, the Chicago Political 
Equality league, the Cook County Suffrage 
alliance, and the Cook County federation.

After heated discussion in regard io the 
feasibility of holding the parade in June, 
Mrs. Harriet Treadwell proposed a resolu- 
tion that the parade of 1,000 women be held 
in June at the time of the Republican con- 
vention.

U. S. Will Guard 


Ocean Steamships. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—To guard 
transatlantic steamers from the dangers of 
ice in the lanes. Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
today started a patrol service by ordering 
the scout cruiser Birmingham to the south- 
ward of the grand banks to notify steamers 
with its powerful wireless system of the lo- 
cation of the icebergs. 

In spite of two recent changes in the 
steamer routes, which resulted in placing 
them more than 20 miles southward of the 
old lanes, it is felt there is still danger of 
collision withticebergs. It is scarcely prac- 
ticable to divert, the liners further southward 
without seriously delaying the time of tran- 
sit acrose the Atlantic.

T is a breathless age, and people are in- 
clined to adopt breathless pleasures. They 
like ‘the newspaper which gives them the 
news at a glance, the book that “delivers 
the goods,” and the play with a punch.“ 

HEesayists and poeta, unless they be of an ex- 
citing cinematograph variety, operating by 
a series of lightni swift changes, are not 
in favor. And yet, use of the law of in- 
evitable tions, now and then a book, pure- 
ly refiecti gentie as the smoke curling from 
a midnight hearth, kind as an old friend, 
brings with it an indefinable satisfaction. 

Such a book is Bert Leston Taylors “ The 
Pipesmoke Carry.” It is an odd title, and 
needs perhaps, for most city folk, an explana- 
tlon—which the author delighted to make, 
A “carry” is vernac for portage, and 
“pipesmoke” in midwinter, brings back to 
the lover of the wilderness the memories of 
free days spent beneath the spruce and pine, 
on the wild northern lakes, or on the “ car- 
ries” that bind them Uke jewels on a strand, 

“There is a certain brand of tobacco that 

is burned in great quantities by the men of 
the wood,” writes Mn Taylor. The name of 
it need not be written here, but it is known 
to those who know the forest.” It is war- 
ranted to summon memories of days of fran- 
tic wind and rain, d of long excursi 
filled with the odor of balsam and sun burn 
grass, little adventures, rare acquaintances 
made by chance, “How one travels on the 
Pipesmoke trail! A pinch of it will take me 
twenty miles.” Nor is Mr. Taylor content to 
take these fascinating journeys alone, He 
carries all his readers along with him—a vast 
and a motley company, living in places near 
and far, having different standards, and mand 
of them deskbound, Yet they mave have, for 
no more than the price of one little, exquisite 
book, délightfully printed and pictured, a 
journey into the farther forest, till they too

“MOLLY McDONALD: A TALE OF THE 
OLD FRONTIER,” by Randall Parrish, is a 
very exciting story of the plains and the 
Indian war of 1868. Its hero is “Brick” 
Hamlin, a cashiered colonel of the confederate 
army, acting as sergeant in the Indian cam- 
paign-and resting under undeservel spspicion 
of “conduct unbecoming a soldier.” The rer- 
oine, Molly McDonald, is the daughter of 
Maj. McDonald, and she is taken to the west 
in the time of peace, and accidentally plunged 
into the very thick of the fray. Around her 
men fight and die; she is abducted, rescued, 
subjected to frightful dangers, and almost 
fatal hardships, and she learns to love a man 
in the ranks—the redoubtable Hamlin, of 
course—and clings to him in the face of all 
the world. However, restitution is made to 
Hamlin, and the conclusion of the story finds 
him both honored and happy. The real inter- 
est of the tale lies in the nafrow escapes by 
Indian treachery, by blizzards upon the plains, 
by secret foe, and yet more secret wrong- 
doing, which hero and heroine encounter.

In “THE SQUIRREL CAGE” Dorothy Can- 
field has mae coherent a hitherto inarticulate 
discontent. among women the discontent with 
the ever increasing burden of domesticity. It is 
true that the casual observer who wanders from 
I aurant to theater and from hotel to amuse- 
. it park is liable to gather the idea that do- 
mesticity ‘is on the wane and that a small group 
of idlers prejudice the critical against American 
women of the present day, but the real truth is 
that American women of moderate means keep 


house better and under greater difficulties than 


any women in the world. And ie ever increas- 
ing standantd of perfection, the rising price of 
domestic wages, and the amazing increase in the 
cost of every article of food put upon the table 
make the task of the aspiring housewife liter- 
ally tragic. She has an unsolvable problem be- 
fore her, and however desperate her effort she 
appears to be predestined to defeat. 

That this could be made the subject of a 
really artistic—nay, an intense and. spiritual 
novel—may seem inevitable. Yet Dorothy Can- 
field has done no less. She has taken an fntel- 
lectual, ardent girl, Lydia Emery by name, 
the daughter of a family of fine standing and 
tradition in an Ohio village, and put her in the 
usual “squirrel cage by marrying her and 
placing in her hands the care of a household 
modeled upon an elaborate design. Round and 
round her wheel goes poor.

She then 
goes to India, sees there the curious contrast 
between the east and the west, learns some 
of the occult wisdom of the orient, and re- 
turns to London to throw herself into the 
movement for the enfranchisement of women. 
To this advocacy her experience iu various 
parts of the world has brought her. So, in 
time, and in spite of many temptations to 
adopt a quieter and easier life, she becomes 
a “militant euffraget.” 

Mrs. Atherton makes one of her characters 
describe the determined suffragists of Eng- 
land in this manner: “Thgy’re like no other 
women r the sun. They've a new group 
of brain Ia, and something new and big is 
coming out of it. The only historical analogy 
I know is those old martyrs who died in the 
cause of some new departure in Feligion; those 
that make such excellent subjects for stained 
glase windows, They've got the same look 
that those old leader martyrs had when 
chafhed up to the stake and waiting for the 
fagot. The same grim, patient mouths, the 
same clairvoyant eyes, as if looking straight 
at the unborn millions liberated by the mar- 
tyrdom of the few. Their enthusiasm is cold 
—end eternal, They are as deliberate. as 
death, There are no better brains in the 
world. Precious few as good, They never 
take a step that isn’t calculated beforehand, 
and they never take a step backward. Dis- 
couragement and fear are sensations they 
have never experienced, When they are hurt, 
they don’t know it. They fear injury or death 
no more than they fear the brutes who maul 
them. In short, they’re a new force let loose 
in the world; and the geese outside put them 
down as hysterical females, But if this silly 
old world had always been quick to see and 
wise to act we'd have no history.“ 

Mrs. Atherton's modernism carries her as far 
as psycho-therapeutics, and she passes without 
difficulty from the astrological divinings of a 
black mystic in the Caribbean solitude to the re- 
searches of the initiates in India and the scien- 
tific and beneficent labors.of English physicians. 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that Ameri- 
ca almost invariably strikes Mrs. Atherton as 
being ridiculous. Apparently the only American 
whom she can tolerate is the Californian, and 
she makes him violent, commercial, and crude. 
She tells undoubtedly plenty of truth to punc- 
ture our complaisance, and to it she-adds much 
the same sort of distorted judgment of us which 
the home keeping Englishman is liable to have. 
She uses the stock English expressions concern- 
ing us and describes us much as the English 
novelists do. It is difficult to forgive such stu- 
pidity in the English; it is impossible to for- 
give it in an American. (Macmillan.)

In his book of short stories, “THE HOUSE 
OF PRIDE” (Macmillan company), Jack Lon- 
don takes a characteristic view of Hawalian 
life and society. He takes a shot at “the mis- 
sionary crowd,” and a slam at the white peo- 
ple’s attitude toward the natives, and the gov- 
ernment regulation of lepers. It is a collection 
of disagreeable, not to say repulsive, stories 
which will in no way add to his popularity as 
a writer.

Under the title “THEMIS” 
she has followed out her theory that the gods 
of Homer “were not only nonprimitive but 
nonreligious.”

To this hymn, its ex- 
position and interpretation, she devotes much 
space in her work.

Her thesis is founded upon two ideas. First, 
that the mystery god and the Olympian ex- 
press, respectively, the one and indivisible yet 
ceaselessly changing life and the other the ac- 
tion of conscious intelligence which refiects on 
and analyzes life, and, second, that among 
primitive peoples religion reflecta collective 
feeding and collective thinking.
